Just before half-time Wycombe 
increased the pressure and even- 
tually a free-kick from Thomas 
was headed in by James. 


In the second half- Wycombe

Within five minutes, following 
a corner, Gale prodded the bail 
goalwards and Bates nodded it 
neatly into the back of the net. 


Hazells, although outclassed 
and outsmarted, never lost 
their spirit—but their enthu- 
siasm was not enough to stop 
the Wanderers from continu- 
ing their goal-spree. 


Tony Horseman, the hardest 


worker on the field, who had 
changed positions with George 
Blair, made the .next goal when 
he headed the ball out of the 
goalkeeper’s hands for Blair to 
score. 


And in the last three minutes 
two more goals came—when 
James intercepted a poor back 
pass and allowed Bates to com- 


plete his hat-trick, and when 
Bates squared the ball for 
Horseman to score.

The defence, though not 
severely tested, did all that was 
required.
